Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the 
claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable.

connections. The generic concept of providing two electrical machines in a longitudinal 
arrangement from engine input to driving shaft output, with the inclusion of one or more 
planetary gearings there-between cannot, to this breadth, be considered a special 
technical feature in that Morisawa et al. (JP 10-058990 to Toyota Motor Corp, cited by 
applicant) teach that this general arrangement is very old and well known. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
